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As  different  Persons  seldom  concur  in  their  recollection 
of  past  events,  it  is  the  obj  ict  of  this  Publication  to 
preserve  a  correct  record  of  the  late  fearful  visitation  of 
Cholera. 

The  answers  elicited,  during  the  recent  enquiry  by 
Her  Majesty's  Commissioners,  in  reference  to  former 
Epidemics,  very  forcibly  illustrate  the  necessity  for  such 
a  record. 

This  little  work  therefore  is  published  that  the  Public 
may  be  furnished  with  authentic  materials  of  reference. 


The  Cholera  as  an  Epidemic,  may  be  considered  as  having 
begun  on  the  first  of  September,  and  ended  on  the  fourth 
day  of  November,  1853,  during  which  period  1533  per- 
sons fell  victims  to  the  disease. 

A  case  occurred  on  the  30th  day  of  August,  and  two 
or  three  cases  a  few  days  after  the  4th  of  November,  but 
as  they  did  not  occur  on  continuous  days,  they  were 
not  reckoned  as  belonging  to  the  period  of  the  Epidemic. 

No  cases  occurred  in  the  two  rural  Townships  of 
Heaton  and  Fenham,
